A Strong Report.

In the first place the merits of the ordinance 
which caused this investigation are admitted by 
the leading papers of the city and by business- 
men (who, owing to the publicity given this meas- 
ure, have given the matter more than ordinary 
attention) to be all that the city or its citizens 
could reasonably desire, or in other words, the 
ordinance has been submitted to the people by 
the press, and they and the press have generally 
pronounced it a good one anda satisfactory set- 
tlement of the several questions included in it— 
viz.: a viaduct and bridge at Taylor street, also 
at Fourteenth street and Ogden avenue. 

Again, having taken the ground and believing 
that the ordinance as originally reported to have 
been passed is illegal and without effect, to await 
the final settlement of that question in the courts, 
should such action be resorted to, would serve to 
delay the inception of some and the completion 
of other of the important public improvements 
which dre adjusted in this reputed ordinance for 
an indefinite period, greatly to the disadvantage 
of a large section of the city and to a large num- 
ber of ite inhabitants; even to delay action pend- 
ing this vacation would result in delay until next 
year at least.

will consist in removing the castiron shell 
forming the finish of the ceiling girders in the 
main postoffice workroom, filling up the cracks 
both upon the exterior and interior of the

.. partitioning the. south lobby corridor of the 


fourth story and converting it into a printing 
office for the railway mail service. 
In the main postoffice-room it is 
proposed to construct entresol stories be- 
tween the columns so that a large working

force may be accommedated on these floors. 
The other work will consist in repairing the 
floors and various otber parts of the building.

UNCOMMON SIGHTS IN INDIANA, 


An Infant but Athletic Cyclone Drinks 
White River to the Bed. 

Cotumsus, Ind., July .- [Special. Along 
the banks of White River, about two miles 
north of this city, at 2 p. m. today, while there 
was apparently no air stirring and the heat of 
the sun was intense, alow, murmuring noise 
was heard at the water’s edge some distance 
from a picnicking party, the members of 
which hastened to see what caused it. When 
the bank was reached the party saw water 
weeds and small willows twisted from their 
places of growth by what was at first thought 
to be a small whirlwind, with a base of about 
one footin diameter. The observing party 
was terror-stricken at what followed. The at- 
mospheric disturbance began to enlarge its 
area, and, like a mammoth augur, though in 
funnel shape, began to take up not 
only the growth of vegetation but the 
water as well. For five minutes it re- 
mained in one place and then started 
up the stream, lapping up the water 
until the bottom of the stream could be seen. 
The water thus carried up was fanned into a 
mist which obscured the rays of the sun for 
almost an hour and finally drifted away to the 
northwest. 


DIRECTED TO MOVE UPON THE TRUSTS, 


Attorney-General Miller ‘Instructs His 
Subordinates to Do Their Duty. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., July 20.—[Special. }—A letter 
received recently by District Attorney G. D. 
Reynolds from. Attorney-General M. H. H. 
Miller plainly indicates that the government 
will soon take active steps in suppressing 
such trusts as may be found operating in this 
and other States. Similar letters have been 
sent to all United States Attorneys in the 
country. No course of action has been mapped 
out. Mr. Reynolds says that the law against 
trusts is a stong and comprehensive one, but 
that it will be difficult to establish proof of the 
existence of combines. The letter sent to At- 
torney Reynolds is as follows: 

Sir: I beg to call your attention to the anti- 
trust stgtute emacted by the Fifty-first Congress. 
It is my desire that you examine the law care- 
fully, and consider it in connection with any com- 
binations or trusts in your district. Iffit is found 
that these trusts and combinations are infrac- 
tions of law prosecute vigorously. They are 
great abuses, and if the law can be made to reach 
them it is the duty of the law officers of the gov- 
ernment, and I doubt not it will be their pleasure, 
to do everything within the law to suppress them 
and punish the wrongdoers. The United States 
Court for the Middle District of Tennessee has 
held the law constitutional.

fREEMEN OF BERLIN EXERCISE 
THEIR RIGHT OF FRANCHISE. 


First Practical Demonstration of the Value 
of the Newly-Enacted Election Law in 
Illinois—Night School Established to In- 
struct Voters in the Intricacies of the 
Strange System—No License Wins and 
Fred Amrhein’s Saloon Will No Longer 
Ensnare the Unwary. 


ERLIN, IIL, July 20.— 
[Special.]—At 1 min- 
ute past 8 o'clock 
this morning the cali- 
co curtain of a booth 
in the polling-place of 
this little village in 
Sangamon County was 
pulled aside and Moses 
Bucher, the village pa- 
triarch, aged 87 years, 
ste pped out, and, drop- 
ping an anti-license 
ballot into the box, 
cast the first vote in 
Illinois under the Aus- 
tralian Election law. 

Berlin's canfines round up only about 300 peo- 

ple, and of these seventy-five are voters, but 

the place has been swelling itself nevertheless 
for weeks upon the fact that it was to have the 
first go at the new law. The issue was no 
license, and the strict temperance people, 
knowing that their cause would gain prestige 

if they won the day, have been carrying ou a 

campaign of agitation. 

Knowing that the reputation of the hamlet

Educating Voters. 

The six men returned and opened a night- 
school in the village squire’s office, where the 
election of today was held, Tne pupils were 
the voters and a blackboard marked out with 
chalk lines served as a sample ballot.

whole voting population attended nightly and 
one by one went up to the board at the con- 
clusion of a lecture and marked off a vote.

It was the crudest kind of a booth that the 
villagers erected in the polling place. It was 
a veritable sweat-box, but three feet square, 
and inclosed by the walls of the 
room where they met at a corner. 
The farmers stuck to the space outside the 
rail all through the day. They talked and 
smoked, but showed a peculiar hesitancy 
about voting. They seemed to regard their 
exercise of the right of franchise under the 
‘new law as something too pleasant of antici- 
y pation to be finished hastily. Less than thirty 
votes had been cast when the polls had been 
open four hours. After dinner, however, they 
went in readily and quickly. 

Mr. Robertson’s Experience, 

M. D. Robertson, one of the judges, had a 
close shave last year when the anti-license 
candidate for President of the Board of Trus- 
tees. He received a bunch of votes the same 
size as that cast for John Fugate, the opposi- 
tion candidate. A straw-drawing contest re- 
sulted and Robertson got the long straw. He 
took his seat as President, but found only one 
man among the trustees elected who thought 
as he did on the license question; while four 
thought differently. So atthe board'e first 
meeting Fred Amrhein’s saloon license was 
renewed,

CIGARETTES CLAIM ANOTHER VICTIM. 


They Are Responsible for the Death of a 
Connecticut Physician. 

New Haven, Conn., July 20.—[Special. * 
The death of Dr. Heman B. Smith, a promi- 
nent physician of Westville, whose remains 
were buried yesterday, was due in no small 
degree to the excessive use of cigarettes. Dr. 
Smith had been for several years past a moat 
inveterate smoker of the paper cigarettes, 
which so undermined his system and especial- 
ly affected his heart that when attacked with 
pneumonia his vital forces were unable to 
successfully combat it. Had it not been for 
this difficulty it is claimed that in all probh- 
bility he would have recovered. This habit 
had been followed by the doctor for several 
years past, and it was the general opinion ex- 
pressed by his friends that cigarettes would 
kill him unless he ceased excessive indulgence. 
To no one was this fact more apparent than 
to the doctor himself, and he was frequently 
heard to remark that it might fare hard with 
him if he was attacked with disease. He was 
stricken with pneumonia a little over a week 
ago, and almost from the outset, so it was 
stated today, the chances were greatly against 
him. His heart had become greatly affected, 
its action being weakened to such an extent 
that heart-failure was liable to occur at al- 
most any moment, greatly complicating mat- 
ters in the treatment of the disease. His lungs 
also were affected by the cigarettes.

SAC AND FOX LANDS ALLOTTED. 


— 
The Indians Have Good Farms, Plenty of 
Money, and Are Satisfied. 

Sac AnD Fox Aguncy, I. T., July 20.— 
[Special.]—The work of setting aside lands 
in severalty to the members of the Sac and 
Fox nations of Indians is practically com- 
pleted. Col. J. M. Emery, who has had super- 
vision of the allotting, stated tonight that all 
of the Indians on Agent Patrick’s annuity roll 
had taken land. This number is 545, or twen- 
ty more than the present population according 
to a recent census. The discrepancy arises 
from the fact that by the terms of the treaty 
all living at the date of the same, June 12, 1890, 
were to be given land. Euch Indian has re- 
ceived a title in fee-simple to 160 acres of his 
own selection on this reservation and $250 as 
his share of the funds arising from the sale of 
surplus lands. Besides this they are to re- 
ceive $75 per capita Aug. 1. There still re- 
mains $300,000 from the sale of thesurplus land, 
which has n placed to their credit with the 
department, interest payable semi-annually. 

The schedules are to be left open ac- 
cording to the terms of the treaty until 
July 23, when the four months allowed 
by the treaty will have expired. As in 
case of a birth on or before this date the child 
would be entitled to 160 acres of land. 

Col. Emery has dealt with the Indians kind- 
ly and fairly, pointing out and helping them 
to see their best interests. As a result his 
work has been speedy and thorough. The 
whole proceeding has been amicable and 
all allotments voluntary. The best of 
feeling exists among them 
mos are anxious as expressed 
by Mishewauk to have the Great Father Har- 
rison bid their white brothers come and dwell 
among them and occupy the vacant land. 
While in the main they have selected the soil 
best adapted to agriculture, in some instances 
they have sacrificed the quality of the soil for 
the sake of maintaining their tribal rela- 
tions.

The committee 
spared no effort to make the affair a success, 
and how well they succeeded can best be told 
when it is said that from 1 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon until almost midnight men and women 
from whose breasts fluttered pretty silk 
badges, showing them to have been residents 
of the city as far back as 1884, chatted, danced, 
and made merry. Good, old-fashioned people 
were to be seen im little ups holding ani- 
mated converse. Their children were present 
also, men and women grown and ma 
parents to a third generation, who improved 
the opportunity paired off as their ances- 
tors had done years before.

These were sold at 10 cents a oushel, if 
the market was good, and he brought them 
twenty-two miles at that. Charles Stose ar- 
rived in 1834. He believed in Chicagos future 
and has a fortune in his old age. Mrs. Sarah 
P. Forrest was brought here by her parents 
in 1834, Her uncle, John Calhoun, edited 
the Democrat, — * first newspaper. Her 
father was the first Chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment. Mrs. Mary Clybourn came in 18365. 
She is too well known to need more than a 
mention, 

The oldest German resident on the grounds 
was Matthew Schue, 67 years old, who came 
to the city in 1840. Mrs. Maria Rutz was the 
oldest woman. She is 57 and arrived in 1835. 

The Oldest German Catholic in Chicago, 

The oldest couple born in Germany were 
Christian Heise, 70 years of age, and his wife 
Henrika, 60. Matthew Miller was 56 years 
old last Sunday and is the oldest German 
Roman Catholic in Chicago, '

Mrs. Ernst and Henry Ruling footed up 162 
years and Jacob Weber and Eliza Hartig, 
who footed up 160 years, won the prizes, which 
were beautiful bouquets of flowers.

THE ALLIANCESCHEME OF CHEAP MONEY 

When Col. Livingston of Georgia speaks of 
“demanding ” certain things of Congress, he 
means that his Alliance will demand them of 
the whole people of the United States, whose 
representative Congress is. He demands 
| in the name of what he calls justice that 
the whole people shall take large sums of 
money out of the pockets of every seventy 
persons and turn them over to the remaining 
thirty to help them make profit on their 
business at the expense of the seventy. He 
insists that one class shall be enriched at the 
expense of all other classes. And this demand 
comes from the South, where conventions are 
perpetually denouncing tariff duties, which, 
if they protect any industry incidentally in 
the slightest degree, are declared to be 
unconstitutional and class legislation. No 
law can beso much class law as one which 
provides that the mass of the people shall play 
the part of a benevolent banker for one frac- 
tion of the community at the expense of all 
the remainder. These Georgia Alliance men 
might just as well ask the government to sup- 
ply them with clothing, groceries, and tools 
as to furnish them with cheap money out 
of the public treasury pocket. 

If the government is to go into this sort of 
‘banking business, then it must do so for the 
benefit of all and give every citizen an equal 
amount of “cheap money.“ When under 
Gen. Jackson the surplus revenue was divided 
among the States the job was done on a per 
capita basis. The farmers, proportionately 
more numerous then than now, did not try to 
gobble it all. The city folks got their due 
share. And it was all squandered and none 
ever paid back. If the government is to be- 
come a money-lender it must lend to all, 
equally to the poor man as much as to the 
rich man, to the owner of city lots as well as 
to the owner of farms; tothe producers of pig 
iron, steel, woolens, cottons, leather, hard- 
ware, and glass, as well as to the producers of 
more perishable articles like corn, wheat, 
oats, tobaceo, and cotton. Some farmers are 
all the time borrowing to carry on their busi- 
ness. So are most manufacturers. Why 
should the government loan money to the one 
and not to the other? The rights of the citi- 
zens are equal, The government carries let- 
ters for all classes of people at precisely the 
same price per ounce, It does not carry those 
of farmers at cost and force city people to de- 
pend for the delivery of their letters on pri- 
vate agencies. So if the Federal Government 
undertakes to be the banker for the people it 
must do the work for all classes and not for 
one class. All must be treated alike, Todo 
for the farmers alone whatCol. Livingston de- 
mands would be palpably unjust.

AMERICAN HOGS IN FRANCE. 

The idea that American hog product will 
straightway be imported into France in large 
quantity was widely entertained by the trade 
in this country last week. An overwhelming 
vote in the lower House in favor of lifting the 
embargo and imposing a duty of one-fifth of 
afranc per kilogram, or about two cents a 
pound, was accepted as proof that the meas- 
ure would speedily become a law, and several 
houses in the trade here were reported to have 
instituted’ preparations for exporting hog 
meats to that country. The latest report that 
the French Senate has adjourned till the be- 
ginning of October without taking action upon 
it proves that the making of the change is de- 
ferred, even if it be resolved upon in the au- 
tumn, of which there is no certainty. 

Still, the possibility of such an extension of 
our business lends interest to the dry statis- 
tics of the trade. The duty named would be 
just about equal to 1 cents per pound. Add- 
ing to this }¢ cent for the cost of transporta- 
tion makes an advance of just about 2 cents 
over Chicago prices, which must be paid by 
French consumers of our hog product. That 
amounts to nearly 30 per cent on the present 
price of short ribs and a little less than that 
on hams and lard. It is a question if such an 
impost would not be to a large extent prohibi- 
tory, the consumption of our product being 
limited to the comparatively well-to-do classes 
in the cities. Still, it is said that at present 
prices in France there is room for a fair mar- 
gin of profit on the exports of the stuff, be- 
cause they are unusually high on account of 
scarcity at home. The question then arises if 
with a moderately large supply from this side 
of the Atlantic the French markets would not 
sink, regard being had to the fact that the peo- 
ple there will have to pay high prices for 
breadstuffs on account of a deficiency of near- 
ly 150,000,000 bushels in the domestic wheat 
crop. 

The greatest quantity of hog product France 
has taken from us in any one year was in 1881. 
The total was 131,911,407 pounds, valued here 
at $10,554,703. Two years ago the value sank 
to about $2,200,000, being little more than one- 
fifth of the maximum, and last year it rose 
to about $3,000,000. The population of France 
has increased but about 1,100,000 from the 
37,672,000 inhabitants in 1881, so that the con- 
suming ability may be said to have increased 
barely 3 per cent in quantity. The. duty pro- 
posed now would just about make amends for 
the fact that prices are lower in this country 
than ten years ago, 

It is believed the German Government could 
never stand the odium of keeping up prices on 
the foud of the people if the French should 
take the initiative. Taking one year with an- 
other the imports of American hog products 
by those two countries have been about equal. 
Hence if both should lift the embargo we 
might perhaps count on an addition of some 
$20,000,000 per annum to the value of our ex- 
ports of hog product, the quantity being ia- 
creased by the higher prices paid at home to 
an extent not farfrom equal to the dimin- 
ished trade with England, which has been in 
the habit of shipping them some of our stuff 
as the product of its own soil. The total 
named would form an addition of nearly one- 


‘fifth to the present volume of exports of hog 


product, so that the item would form an im- 
portant one in our trade, as not only taking 
away aconsiderable portion of our surplus 
but exercising a strengthening influence on 
the prices of all the rest, and thus relieving 
our market from the depression under which 
it has labored during the nearly ten years that 
those products have been partially excluded 
by the governments of France and Germany. 


MONEY TO MOVE THE CROPS. 

The movement of currency from the East 
to the Western States, to make payments on 
new grain, usually sets in about the middle of 
July. The change of demand and sentiment 
this year is thus far shown more in smaller 
receipts by New York banks from the interior 
than in a call for funds. The volumes of 
money gving and coming are described as 
about equal last week, and undoubtedly this 
marks the turumg point. The outward flow 
is about to become the largest, and it will 
preponderate through the autumn.

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0 per cent, while the percentage of gold cer- 
tificates received decreased from 90a year ago 
to only 12 last month. These extremes have 
this month been followed by slight changes 
for the better, the percentage of silver certifi- 
cates received last week being about the mmi- 
mum of the last four months, and it is reason- 
able to expect a further change. Under re- 
cently adopted regulations a large proportion 
of the shipments of ctirrency to the West are 
made directly from the Treasury, and un- 
doubtedly in the course of the next few weeks 
the officials will have sent out much of the ac- 
cumulation of silver paper resulting from the 
payment of customs duties in that currency. 
It is believed the requirements of the autumn 
will reach large proportions, owing to the 
magnitude of the crops to be moved, and the 
fact that prices average higher than those of 
recent years, though lower than a few months

THE FARMERS’ ALLIANCE SUBTREASURY 
SCHEME. 


Congreseman-elect Livingston of Georgia, 
chief of the Georgia Farmers’ Alliance, made 
the other day to a Trrpunz correspondent who 
was “marching through Georgia” with 
Weaver, Simpson, and other Alliance men 
the following statement of the demands 
which are to be made on Congress when it 
meets: 

A new Subtreasury bill will be introduced in 
Congress this winter to meet the Ocala platform. 
The one of last session was intended to meet the 
St. Louis idea. Since then we have added real 
estate as a security for [Federal flat] loans and 
a new bill incorporating that idea must necessa- 
rily be drawn. We stand on the Ocala platform 
and demand of Congress a bill to make that 
system operative. 

This can be done, as we deélare, with one or 
more Subtreasuries or depositories in each State 
without Federal warehouses to store our cotton 
{until its price can we forced up]. In other 
words, if Congress will enact a law authorizing’ 
the issue of [Federal fiat] notes to be deposited in 
the States, and to be loaned on non-perishable 
farm products and real estate at not more than 2 
per cent per annum, we will be perfeétly satisfied. 
This is the Ocala plan. We will and can take 
care of the warehousing and all necessary details 
without any help from the Federal Government 
whatever. 

We demand that the government shall establish 
Subtreasuries or depositories in the several 
States which shall loan [fiat] money. direct to the 
people at a low rate of interest and not to exceed 
2 per cent per annum on non-perishable farm 
products, and also upon real estate, with proper 
limitations upon the quantity of land and 
amount of money. We demand that the amount 
of circulating mediam be speedily increased to 
not * than $50 per capita [three and a half bill - 
10n8 

Certain peculiarities of planting life at the 
South lie at the bottom of this demand“ 
that the Federal Government shall loan 
money on crops. Prior to the rebeilion war 
many planters of tobacco, cotton, and sugar 
were always a year behindhand, and were 
‘carried’? along by the merchants with 
whom they had dealings. The same state of 
affairs continues. The crops are pledged a 
year ahead, and crop mortgages are resorted 
to as a means of raising money to an extent 
unknown at the North and West. What the 
planters are asking, then, is that the govern- 
ment shall carry them instead of the country 
storekeepers, city merchants, and bankers, 
who charge for the advances they make 
the commercial value of the money 
loaned, Where the latter ask 6, 
7, or 8 per cent, the government 
is asked to do it for 2 per cent, and the fur- 
ther demand is made that the Federal 
Government shall hold in the warehouses an 
entire crop of cotton, tobacco, or corn till 
scarcity has forced up the price to an artifi- 
cial point, when the planters will unload. The 
United States, with an anti-trust law on its 
statute books, is called on to engineer a gi- 
ganic trust for the benefit of a minority of 
the community at the expense and to the in- 
jury of a large majority, who are to be 
squeezed by means of their overcredit thus 
perverted and misused. 

The first objection tothis scheme is its gross 
unconstitutionality. The Constitution gives 
to Congress no power to use the public credit 
for any such purpose or to come to the relief 
of debtors except by the passage of a bank- 
ruptey law. It has no authority to run a pawn- 
shop and make advances on pledges, It can 
lend money neither on land, cotton, . tobacco, 
norcorn. The Federal Government is one of 
limited powers, except in war, when its own 
Then it can lay hands 
on every man and every dollar and every- 
thing. Before the Ocala platform can be car- 
ried out the Constitution of the United States 
must be amended so as to give to Congress 
the omnipotence of an English Parliament, 
which body can do what it pleases. If Con- 
gress is given equal authority and the rights 
reserved to the States were swept away, then 
the Subtreasury plan would beattackable only 
on the ground of its injustice and criminal ab- 
surdity. 


MORE DEMOCRATIC PRESIDENTIAL CAN- 
DIDATES. 

Candidates for the Democratic Presidential 
nomination are getting to be as thick as 
blackberries. Senator Morgan of Alabama, 
who is neither a Hill nor a Cleveland man, 
thinks he sees light breaking in the West. He 
says: 

I think there is no question but that the next 
Democratic nominee will come from the West. I 
do not care to discuss men. I do say, however, 
that with the sincerity, earnestness, and courage 
of the Democratic party today, and with a strong 
platform of Democratié principles, we will not 
require a popular leader in the sense of naming 
one individualin preference to all others who 
may control the destinies of the nation. 


Those who are skilled in reading between 
the lines declare that the Senator’s talk about 
a Western man means Col. William R. Mor- 
rison, all of which is kindly and compliment- 
ary to an old friend but will count for noth- 
ing. Mr. Morrison has reached the summit 
of his greatness. He is now ina position 
where he can expound railroad law and check 
the audacity of railroad corporations as a 
member of the Inter-State Commission. He 
is a useful man and he is doing good work in 
that capacity, but higher than he 1s he never 
can climb. He will stick on his present pin- 
nacle until he falls off or is ordered to come 
down, His future is behind him. The Ala- 
bama Senator’s opinion is kindly enough, but 
it will go no further than the pleasant rela- 
tions existing between the two Ms. 

Senator Faulkner of West Virginia has also 
been proposing a candidate, and he is talk- 
ing business. He is the prime mover in float- 
ing the boom for Senator Gorman of Maryland, 
who in many ways is a stronger candidate for 


the nomination than either Cleveland or Hill. 


He is not as opinionated as the first nor does 
he continually volunteer his opinions for the 
instruction of the American people, and he 
has not the obnoxious smell of liquor which 
clings to the free doggery Governor of New 
York. It is true, not being a rampant free- 
trader, he might not have the enthusiastic 
support of that element in the Democratic 
party, but it would finally support him if he 
were nominated, as it has nowhere else to go.

Fall in the Price of Wool. 

The Detroit Tribune seems to be disturbed about 
the heavy fall in the price of wool and the effect 
thereof on politics. It gives various misleading 
causesof the decline in the price of domestic 
wool, which are said to be four in number—viz. : 
(1) Australian wool has declined, and this has 
led to a decline of all wools; (2) there has been a 
large increase in the quantity of foreign wool pro- 
duced, and this has stimulated importations; (3) 
the domestic wool-growers have been lax in their 
methods of putting up wool and preparing it for 
market; (4) the banks are not lending money so 
freely on wool as they have in former years. 
One point the Detroit paper overlooks—viz. : Why 
has not the large increase of duty on Australian 
protected the price of the Michigan 
These high duties are both specific and ad valo- 
rem. The Detroit paper’s excuses for the decline 
in wool won’t wash. But the Detroit Tribune 
does not notice a fifth cause of the decline in the 
price of wool which William Lawrence, President 
of the Ohio Wool-Growers’ Association, pute first 
in hia list—viz.: the “conspiracy” among East- 
ern manufacturers to buy Australian wool 
rather than American wool, to punish wool-grow- 
ers for demanding improved protection, and to 
make them believe that protection does not bene- 
fitthem.” The simple truth is that the entire 
wool schedule of the McKinley bill is a brainless 
blunder and should be knocked out at the next 
session of Congress.

Officers Looking Into the Confession of 
Mrs. Kofke of Niles Center. 

Mrs. Minnie Kofke of Niles Center is the 
heroine of a great many reported confessions 
these days. Yesterday morning a tale of 
blood and two murders, implicating her hus- 
band as the criminal, was related as the first 
of her confessions, Three years ago Mr. and 
Mrs. Demlow were killed, A long search re- 
vealed nothing, and the tragedy was cata- 
logued as mysterious. Last October Michael 
Brezell, an old railroad-man, was killed at 
Desplaines, and although several arrests were 
made no one was tried.

early as possible. Meanwhile the revenue- 
cutter Woodworth, the headquarters of which 
are at Eastport, Me., will cruise 
in the vicinity to prevent any further outrages 
upon American vessels. Woodworth is 
one of the  stanchest crafts in the 
revenue service, its armament bemg four 
three-inch rifled guns. The complement of 
the vessel is forty men, all of whom are sea- 
men of experience. From the best informa- 
tion obtainable at this time an impression has 
been created at the departments interested 
that the outrages complained of by Congress-

Clare Denies Bardsley'’s Story~Notes 
Held by the Spring Garden Bank. 


Pnrrapmtr nA, Pa., July 20.—The Councils’ 

committee that is inquiring into the affairs 
of ex-Oity Treasurar Bardsley and the 
wrecked Keystone Bank held a meeting this 
afternoon. 
' Committeeman Hicks offered a resolution 
that another meeting of the committee be 
held Thursday and that the Presidents and 
cashiers of the bank that are alleged to have 
paid interest to Bardsley’ on deposits of city 
and State funds be suppœnaed. The resolu- 
tion also requests that the editors of the news- 
papers that are alleged to have paid a 40 per 
cent rebate for State advertising and Audit r- 
General Thomas McCamant, who is alleged 
to have received a portion of the said rebate 
from Bardsley, be suppoenaed. 

The resolution was laid over for considera- 
tion later in the afternoon, when it was 
amended so as to have the meeting of the 
committee held Friday and adopted. 

The first witness was Samuel B. Huey, coun- 
sel for the estate of John C. Lucas, late Pres- 
ident of the Keystone Bank, who read a state- 
ment of his knowledge of Lucas’ indebted- 
ness to the Keystone Bank. The statement 
showed that the indebtedness of Mr. Lucas to 
the bank at the time of his death, in 1889, was 
$561,000, not $1,000,000, as had been printed in 
the newspapers. This indebtedness had been, 
he said, settled by the widow. 

Mr. Huey produced letters and memoranda 
which corroborated Postmaster-General Wan- 
amaker’s explanation of his connection with 
the loan of $40,000 he had obtainea for Lucas 
from the Girard Trust company, the collateral 
furnished being 1,000 shares of Keystone Bank 
stock, which the certificate books 
showed had been issued in Mr. Wanamak- 
er's name, but which that gentk man denied 
having owned. Mr. Huey said he questioned 
Marsh as to the manner in which the over- 
issue occurred, and the latter replied that 
“the certificates were all genuine in that 
they had been regularly taken from the cer- 
tificate-book and signed by the officers of the 
bank, but that when stock which had been 
sold was brought in for transfer and new cer- 
tificates issued the old certificates were not 
always canceled, but were sometimes thrown 
inte a drawer and used again if occasion re- 
quired, and that this doubtless was the way in 
which these certificates held by Mr. Wana- 
maker had been used.“

BIG BANK FAILURE AT FORT WORTH, TEX. 


The Merchants’ National Suspends Payment 


~Other Financial Troubles. 

Fort Worth, Tex., July 20.—The Merchants’ 
National Bank, by a vote of the directors, 
closed its doors this morning and was placed 
in the hands of Bank Examiner Spaulding. 
Assets, 51. 200, 000; liabilities, 6500, 000. The 
trouble began six months ago, when rumors 
caused a heavy withdrawal of deposits, With- 
in fifteen days $200,000 was withdrawn, of 
which $85,000 was taken out by foreign ldan 
companies on account of the Alien Land law. 
Mr. Spaulding says the bank is solvent. 
There is no occasion for a receiver, and Mr. 
Spaulding would not have taken charge of the 
bank except at the unanimous request of the 
directors. Depositors and creditors will be 
fully protected. A movement is on foot to 
reorganize the bank under the new law. 
Other banks tendered aid, but the directors 
concluded it was best to take the course they 
did. No other banks are affected and little ex- 
citement is manifested over the suspension,

How the Banks Got Credit. 


The National Bank of the Republicof New 
York recently entered suit in the Common 
Pleas Court here against Ephraim Turland to 
recover the amount due on a certain mis- 
sory note held by the bank .of which Mr. Tur- 
land was the maker, the note having been de- 
livered to the Sprmg Garden National Bank 
(now suspended). ' 

Mr. Turland today filed his affidavit of de- 
fense, in which he gives an interesti his- 
tory of the making of the note. He said that 
he never received any value of any kind for 
the note received, the paper having been ob- 
tained from him by fraud, deceit, and mis- 
representation on the part of Francis W. Ken- 
nedy, President of the Spring Garden Bank. 

Mr. Turland alleges that he was at that 
time one of the directors of the bank and also 
a stockholder and depositor therein, but not 
a borrower of a dollar for years; that in De- 
cember last there was a notorious stringency 
in the money market and the banks of Phila- 
delphia and New York adopted asystem of 
issuing loans to each other through the clear- 
ing-house association—that is to say, that by 
depositing in the clearing-house association 
certain bank assets other than cash any bank 
could procure temporary loans in cash through 
the clearing-house, thus enabling such banks 
to command sufficient currency for immedi- 
ate wants without a sacrifice of their assets, 
these loans being paid off and renewed as 
emergency requi by banks in healthy con- 
dition through a period of several months 
from December, 1890. 

Continuing Mr. Turland alleges that Fran- 
cis W. Kennedy represented to him that the 
Spring Garden National Bank was in a sound 
and healthy condition and swore to the fact 
that all of its loans were well secured; that 
fhe business was flourishing and profitable; 
and that it was earning more than 8 per cen

DID NOT GET HIS MONEY BACK. 


A Raling of the Revenne Department of 
Importance to Liquor- Dealers. 

Dusvevue, Ia., July 20.—{Special. }—A ruling 
of the Iuternal Revenue Department of 
considerable importance to the liquor-dealers 
and all other people in Iowa was sent ino the 
office of United States Collector Lathrop to- 
day. It was in relation to the case of a saloon- 
keeper in the interior of the State who pro- 
cured a government stamp or license in May, 
1890, to sell liquor, the license being taken 
out in the name of another person. This being 
discovered he was required to take out 
another license in his own name, but 
made application through the Collector 
for the refundi of the money 
tor the first hcense.

The saloonkeeper, as shown by his 
affidavit, was a party to this fraudulent pro- 
curation of the stamp, to obtain which it was 
necessary for the person obtaining it to make 
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affidavit that he intended going into the liquor 


business personally. 

The point is that the Federal Government 
will neither countenance nor uphold violators 
of State laws, although exacting full compli- 


ance with its own statutes. Several similar 
cases are pending. This 1s the first ruling that 


has been made by the department in this State 
regarding the State law. 


EASTPORT FISHERMEN INDIGNANT. 


American Vessels on the Maine Coast Seek

Eastport, Me., July 20.—The excitement 


over the seizure of seven American fishing 
boats by the Canadian steamer Dream last 


It is claimed by 
the Eastport fishermen that they were fishing 
in American waters as defined by the charts 
made from the survey years ago, and the Do- 
minion officials have no right to interfere 
with their work. The fishing-boats which 
were seized are now at St. Andrews, N. B., 
but will be disposed of shortly by the Domin- 
ion authorities,

CLEVELAND MEN BADLY SCARED. 


Report that Gov. Hill’s Friends Have Pat- 
tison for Second Choice. 

PLA, Pa., July 19.—City Demo- 
crats, who favor ex- President Cleveland for 
the Demoerate nomination for President 
next year, were a good deal stirred up yester- 
day over a report which comes direct from 
Albany. The substance of the information 
which gives them alarm is that Gov.

THE CZAR’S SHOT-PROOF CAR. 


How the Emperor of Russia Travels Among 
His Loving Subjects, 

Philadelphia Telegraph: When the Czar 
travels in Russia the precautions taken for his 
safety could not be greater if he were in the 
enemy’s country. A battalion of infantry is 
detailed for every two miles of dis- 
tance, and, allowing 500 men as the 
effective force of each battalion, every spot of 
ground on both sides of the track is covered 
by sentinels within easy distance of each 
other. The Czar is suddenly whirled off to 
the station, accompanied by the chosen 
twelve of his body-guard, without pomp or 
circumstance, swiftly and silently. The Czar 
always travels in a train of five carriages. His 


carriage is built m a peculiar style. 
The windows, while ample for light, are 


high, so that a person sitting down is invisi- 


ble from the outside, and the sides of the car 


are fortified with plates of steel concealed in 
the ornamental woodwork, but amply strong 
to resist a bullet. There are two sentry- 
boxes inthe carriage, one at each end, and 
each looking out at an opposite side from the 
other. The guardsmen on duty in these apart- 
ments are shut in from any observation of the 
interior of the carriage, but at intervals of 
about two feet the whole length of the saloon 


rows. An ordinary passenger would have 
noticed nothing at first to excite his curiosity. 
Unless otherwise informed he would have dis- 
embarked at the end of the journey with no 
other thought than that the boat had cut 
through the water at a high rate of speed. 
But if he had stepped into the engine-room he 
would have been greeted with an unmistak- 
able whiff of ammonia, and had he descended 
the ladder mto the stokehole he probably 
would have made a speedy retreat to the 
open deck, where, with watery eyes and nos- 
trils filled with the pungent gas, he would have 
realized that there was something peculiar 
about the boat after all. 

The only real difference, however, was that 
the tug was propelled by aqua ammonia in- 
stead of by the ordinary water steam. This 
tug which gave the engineers so much to 
talk about was the Edwin D. Hartley, the 
only boat in the world ia which ammonia is 
used as a motive power. The Hartley, which 
has an iron hull, is eighty-five feet long. It 
has a compound engine, and was fitted with 
the most perfect aqua-ammonia appliance, 
patented by the Campbell Engine company, 
at the ship-yard of J. H. Dialogue & Co. in 
Philadelphia, under the direction of Wiliiam 
B. Reaney, a marin) engineer of that city. 

Chemists and other scientific men have been 
trying for years to counteract the difficulties 
in applying ammonia to steam-engines. James 
H. Campbell was the first to succeed. His in- 
vention promises to revolutionize the present 
system of running steam-engines. The same 
engines now run by steam by very slight 
changes may be constructed to be run by am- 
monia, and this aqua-amimonia engine may 
thea be run by steam if desired. The Camp- 
bell Nr which holds the pat- 
ents, has nothing to do with the engines them- 
selves, but only changes the mode of running 
them. 

Result of Experiments with Ammonia. 

Tests made with the experimental engine of 
the company during the last two or three 
years showed that ammonia accomplishes 
wonderful things when combined with water 
in the ratio of about fifteen parts ammonia to 
eighty-five parts water. Some of the advan- 
tages claimed for the aqua-ammonia plant are 
that it requires but half as much fuel as the 
ordinary steam engine to do the same amount 
of —5 and that it if non- explosive and 
leaves no sedimentary deposit in the boilers. 
If anything, ammonia acts as a cleansing me- 
dium upon the boilers, for it has a tendency to 
preserve iron. With ammonia it is claimed 
that boilers can be operated fully five times as 
long as when steam is used, Besides they are 
said to require no cleansing. 

Mr. Campbell, the inveator of these appli- 
ances, is a well-preserved, active man, some- 
what beyond middle age, but his head of thick 
snow-white hair makes him appear older than 
he really is. Heis an enthusiast on the sub- 
ject of ammonia. The other day he gave a 
brief account of his work and experiments 
during the last few years. 

My attention was first called to experi- 
menting with ammonia,” said Mr. Campbell, 
by an address by Lyon Playfair on Air and 
Airs,’ delivered in 6. Prior to 1754, you 
know, none of the scientific men knew of any 
permanent gas except air. Joseph Black was 

first to use the plural of air. Several per- 
sons began using these various gases as mo- 
tive powers. I was surprised to find that no 
encouragement for working any of them ex- 
cept ammonia had been given either by indi- 
viduals or by governments. France, Ger- 
many, and England appropriated money to 
study the motive properties of ammonia, but 
the experiments were not very successful and 
produced no practical results. France, how- 
ever, came nearest to solving the problem. 
Our own government did not appropriate 
money for this purpose but gave the use of 
navy-yard with material and labor. John 
Gamgee conducted these experiments at the 
navy-yard about fifteen years ago, but was 
ultimately defeated by the strong back pres- 
sure. 

Requires One-Half Less Fuel. 


J was then led to examine why these gov- 
ernments gave the encouragement they did to 
ammonia to the exclusion of other gases ana I 
found that it was due, among other things, to 
the facts that ammonia is non-explosi ve, that 
it — a higher specific as well as a 
higher latent heat than any other substanve 
except water, and that it is a lubricant, which 
was tound by working with it in a cylinder. I 
studied the matter for some time, and about 
five years ago was ready to begin my experi- 
ments. I communicated my views to James 
McLain, now President of the Campbell En- 
gine company. He, a few others, and myself 
constructed an engine in West Forty-sixth 
street and began operations. This engine was 
first used for crushing granite for paving. It 
was run one week by ordinary water steam 
and one week by ammonia. By this system 
we found that hardly more than one-half as 
much fuel was required with ammonia as 
with water. Our great aim was to obtain a 
vacuum, and after spending between $5,000 
and $6,000 for the plant we succeeded in get- 
ting one. Then we discarded the old engine 
— substituted a fine engine of the Porter- 
Allen type. We put in two Edison dynamos 
of 15,000 candle power, — to a resistance of 
about 100 horse power. This engine was run 
for two years at 651 West Forty-sixth street, 
where we were continually experimenting. 

“The liquid used is the ordinary aqua am- 
monia and a few barrels of it are sufficient to 
run an ordinary engine of 100-horse power for 
an altnost indefinite period. The aqua ammo- 
nia is held by a vessel called a generator, con- 
structed similar toa tubular boiler. By the 
action of heat, obtained by passing the steam 
from a steam boiler through the tubes of the 
generator, the ammonia vapor is driven out of

Can Also Be Run by Steam. 

When it is desired to run the engine by 
steam instead of ammonia gas, it is necessary 
to close the valves N and M, and to shut off 
the steam from the generator and turn it di- 
rectly into the engine. Then the condensed 
steam will be discharged into the steam boiler 
through the boiler feed-pipe. 

The Millbourne flour-mills. in Philadelphia 
are now running their entire machinery by 
means of aqua ammonia. This is the only 
place in the world, with the exception of the 
tugbout in our harbor, where the plant is de- 
voted to practical purposes. 

Secretary of the Navy Tracy has signified 
his intention of having a United States cutter 
equipped cing the 2 appliances. ae 
engineers of seve steamship lines, 
notably the Inman XI A North German 
Lloyd, are looking into this new system of pro- 
pelling engines with considerable interest. It 
is not improbable thatone or more of the 
ocean grayhounds may be fitted with ammonia 
appliances. The principal factor in lar 
steamships will be the great saving of co 
which would amount to nearly a tho 
tons or more on each trip. 

The consumption of coal in the United States 
for steam power is enormous. Mr. Frederick 
Saward, editor of the Coal Trade Journal, 
estimates that 140,000,000 tons of coal were 
used last year for steam purposes, one-third of 
the amount altogether mined. 

The Inlana Marine company was recently 
organized to construct boats with aqua ammo- 
nia appliances. The company expects to se- 
cure a shipyard in this city at an early date. 
Ine devices for using ammonia can be at- 
tached to any steam plant. No changes will 
be required except where there may be brass 
or copper, for which iron or steel must be 
substituted. The same ammonia may be used 
over and over again, as the steam goes direct 
from the boiler to the ammonia generator and 
then back to the boiler. A few tons of water 
and the proper quantity of ammonia would 
be all that should be necessary to propel a 
steamship across the Atlantic. 


MORE THAN SEVEN CENTURIES OLD. 


A Curious Altar Tabernacle for St. Pat- 
rick’s Church in Rome. 

The Very Rev. Father Glynn, prior of the 
Irish Church of St. Patrick in Rome, a few 
weeks ago bought a unique and venerable 
decoration for it—ap altar tabernacle which 
had been in the abandoned Church of St. 
Stephen, near Fiano Romano, about twelve 
miles from Rome. It is not, strictly speak- 
ing, a tabernacle for the blessed sacrament, 
but a canopy supported by four columns, ris- 
ing above the hich altar. Roman _archzolo- 
= consider it a rare specimen. The South 

nsington Museum was making arrange- 
ments to buy it when Prior Giynn secured it. 

It is the only ** ‘and unaltered speci- 
men of its class in me, says the New York 
Sun. It is of marble, such as may be seen in 
the Roman Basilicas. Upon the canopy is 
raised a band in marble, inlaid with mosaics 
and enamel. A double order of colonnettes 
is over this. They support the marble cover- 
ing or roof of the whole construction, which is 
of pyramidalform. Near the summit is another 
base, which supports the other colonnettes. 
Upon them another smaller pyramid ri and 
the whole is crowned by a marble globe 
richly ornamented with mosaics of enamel 
and various colored marbles. 

This tabernacle was built 723 years ago. 
Beneath the altar table, over which it stood in

If 
asked where he is going he replies, Follow 
my wheel tracks see. This is prob- 
ably partly policy to prevent combina- 
tions against him and partly early habit 
of imitation of his father, who did the same 
before him. He has seventy-eight Queens, 
of whom ten are royal and the rest concu- 
bines, but by none of his royal wives has the 
King any son, and it is probable that when he 
dies there will be fighting between the vari- 
ous sons of the other wives, each being sup- 
ported by the district from which his mother 
came, wives are scattered over the 
country in various kraals, and when a royal 
progress takes place the Queens do not 
gu with their lord, but await him at the 
kraal to which he is going.

A Cheap Fuel Gas Generator in Massa- 
chusetts, 

A cheap gas for heat and light is a blessing now 
enjoyed by South Framingham, Mass. It is 
known as water-gas and only costs 50 cents a 
thousand feet for heating purposes and 75 cents 
for lightine. Ite manufacture ‘s a simple process, 
and on this account labor figures in its cost to a 


much smaller — than in the cost of ordinary 


illuminating gas. The gas works at South Fram- 
ingham oem a two moderately sized 2 
buildings and a Reno gasometer. In one of thes 
buildings there are a large upright boiler for 
ma steam and two generators for producing 
gas.

The statisticians among the traders were mak- 
ing all sorts of guesses on the visible supply fig- 
ures. Some of them figured „considering the 
enormous increase in the movement of wheat, 
there should be an increase of 1,500,000. while 
there were others who felt just as sure that there 
would be a decrease of about 900,000. Both were 
wrong, and the effect of the announcement of the 
figures, 666,000 bu increase, produced only a tem- 
porary effect. The big decrease in the visible sup- 
ply of oats of 1,000,000 bu was a decided surprise 
to the crowd, yet so bearishis the general tone 
that the market closed at only the smallest frac- 
tional advance.
